Please note that independent claims 1 and 13 require the logic design element to automatically collect instrumentation data, while 
independent claim 25 does not require that the logic design element collect instrumentation data. Therefore, the scope of the independent 
claims 1 and 1 3 is different from' independent claim 25. Claim 31 appears to have been incorporated in claim 25, but the language of claim 
31 is incompatible with the language of claim 25 because the logic design element does not collect the data in claim 25. Therefore, the 
scope of the claim language has changed, and would require further search and consideration. . 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The amended claims have been considered, but 
do not place the application in condition for allowance at least because claim 25 would be rejected under 35 USC 112, second paragraph, 
because claim 25 recites "the instrumentation data collected by the logic design element" appears to have insufficient antecedent basis.. 
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
